His night attack upon Spionkop 
was completely successful. The storm- 
ing party ascended the summit stealth- 
ily and without observation, and sur- 
prised the garrison, which made an 
ineffective defense and fled. It was a 
daring feat of arms, which was ren- 
dered possible by Dutch neglect to 
protect the approaches to the summit. 
This was Sir George Colley’s glaring 
mistake in tactics at Majuba, and the 
Boers themselves, with all their cun- 


| ning, have repeated it when they were 


on top and the British at the bottom. 
The Boers took Majuba with trivial 
loss on their side, but the British were 
not equally fortunate at Spionkop. 
The position gained was worth what 
it cost, and also the courage required 
or so hazardous an exploit. The 
utch showed their appreciation of 
he value of the stronghold by making 

determined effort to regain it by 
helling and attacking -it in force. It 
as held by the British Wednesday, 
nd the garrison. was probably strongly 
reinforced at night.: 

Buller evidently had a terribly. anx- 
fous day himself, while -waiting for 
news from Warren, and when it came 
his feeling of relief found expression 
after midnight in an _ involuntary 
tribute to the conduct of the soldiers. 
“The men are lendid,’’ he wrote at 
the close of the bulletin of* victory. 
Buller is a cold, businesslike martinet, 
from whom it fs as difficult to draw a 
compliment. as a sunbeam from a 
cucumber. Enthusiasm for once over- 
powered him. Englishmen who read 
the dispatch at the (War Office after 
twenty-four hours’ xtreme ‘tension, 
were not under the same self-restraint. 
They exulted in the feat of arms which 
had transformed the situation on the 
Upper Tugela from a critical into a 
hopeful one. They had Warren's 
opinion that he had rendered the en- 
emy’s position untenable and Buller’s 
word for ft that the men were “splen- 
did.” There was a marked feeling of 
public relief, and the clubs were bright 
and cheery. At night it wae learned 
that the publication of Buller’s previous 
dispatch announcing a night’ attack 
before it had come off was a blunder 
due to misunderstanding at the War 
Office. It had been intended.that the 
closing paragraph relating to the night 
assault Should be omitted, but through 
clerical carelessness, the entire mes- 
sage was sent to the newspaper offices. 

‘The details of the capture of Spion- 
kop are still meager at midnight, but 
some light has been thrown upon the 
operations of the two previous days 
when Warren's force -was apparently 
standing idle. The fleld artillery and 
howitzers were at work, while the bat- 
talions were waiting under cover and 
exposing themselves as little as poss!- 
Lyddité and shrapnel were. show- 
ered upon the long, stony kopje which 
formed the main position of the en- 
emy upon.the crest of the spurs lead- 
ing upward to Spionkop. .

When that 
force had been disposed of Warren 
would be free to march eastward and 
attack Brakfontein with Lyttleton's 
brigade as reinforcements and with the 
naval guns and Mount Alice behind 
him. When the second stronghold was 
captured the British army would ap- 
proach the Boer camps and positions 
on the western side of Ladysmith, and 
would be virtually reinforced by 


White’s men. According to this view, 
Spionkop, with its western spurs, rep- 
resented the maximum degree of diffi- 
culty in ground and the minimum 
military force available for attack. 
The ground would be less difficult as 
Warren: went eastward, and the 
strength of Buller’s army would be in- 
creased ‘by accessions from Lyttleton 
and White.

He was on 
Bir Evelyn Wood's staff. in South 
Africa, and, like Warren, had a prac- 
tical knowledge of Boer methods of 
warfare. 

The losses of the British force on 
Spionkop are reported to be consider- 
able, but the estimates were not defi- 
nite at midnight. The casualty list re. 
ported yesterday from Chieveley shows 
that Barton's brigade was either re- 
connoitering in force or engaged with a 
detached force of the enemy Tuesday. 
There are no indications that the Brit- 
ish losses, apart from Spionkop, have 
been serious since Sunday, aithough 
dispatches from various correspondents 
describe the severity of the artillery 
fire on both sides.

As at present organized, the United 
States Flour Milling Company has un- 
der its control twenty-four mills lo- 
cated in seven cities. ' The’ nineteen 
mills originally acquired gave a total 
capacity of 30,000 barrels of flour per 
day. This was increased when the 
Northwestern Milling plant 
was purchased two months later, by 
12,000 barrels. The storage elevator ca- 
pacity of the combination is now about 
three million bushels. 

Chartered accounts last May certi-. 
fied that the average net earnings of 
the combined mills amounted to $922,- 
, 873. The prospectus which was issued 
last May showed the expected total of 
the available net income to be §$1,172,- 
873. which is equal ta 6 per cent. on 
$7,500,000 bonds: 6 percent. on $5,000,- 
000 preferred stock; 7 per cent. on 
$3,000,000 of common etock, net surplus 
$177,873. Again to these figures must 
be added the net earnings of the North- 
western Milling Company, which are 
said to amount to $300,000 a year, and 
which should make the securities of 
the United States Flour Milling Com- 
pany more valuable in the market 
than they were when first issued. So 
far from thie being the case, however, 
the stock, both common and preferred, 
as well as the bonds, are and have 
been for some time, inactive in the 
market.

CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—Word has been 
received here of the tragic death in 
South America of Ervin Hopkins, Jr., 
son of Ervin Hopkine, a veteran mem- 
ber of the Chicago Board of Trade.

RUSKIN LAID TO REST..-

which were removed from Brantwood 
yesterday, were interred at Conislon 
this afterhoon amidst universal signs 
of sadness arid with a ceremonial typi- 
cally rural. The coffin was hidden be- 
neath a mass of blooms, including 
floral tribute from the Queen. The 
body was laid in a grave close to the 
last resting place of the three Miss 
Severns, to whom he had addressed 
his famous Brantwood letters.

A memorial 
service in honor of Mr. Ruskin, in 
Westminster Abbey, this afternoon, 
was largely attended.

Kroegher produced 
$1500 and then went to the ranch, 
where he was asked to buy two mort- 
gages at $2500 each. He lifted one for 
R. L. Taylor of Riverside and another 
from McArthur in Los Angeles. He has 
not received a cent for his investment. 
He was given an alleged deed which 
turned out to be a mortgage.

Tucson People Favor the Boers—Wily

TUCSON (Ariz.,) Jan. 22.—{Regular 
Correspondence.} As Southern Califor- 
nia is Arizona’s main cattle market, 
keen interest has been taken by the 
Territorial stockmen in a report, com- 
ing from Lompoc, that “Arizona cattle 
recently brought into Ventura county 
have brought anthrax or black leg with 
them and many have died.” The Los 
Angeles Times, investigating the sub- 
ject, quoted L. M. Lioyd of the Ven- 
tura Land and Water Company, who 
stated his belief that the sickness was 
caused by change of feed and by ex- 
posure to storms, and not to contagious 
disease. Dr. J. C. Norton, Territorial 
Veterinarian of Arizona, pursued the 
investigation further, in connection 
with the editor of the Arizona Range 
News. Dr. Norton corresponded with 
Dr. Blemer, State Veterinarian of Cali- 
fornia, and Dr. Morrison, Veterinarian 
of Los Angeles wary and has arrived 
at a conclusion. It is that the cattle 
died of Texas fever, contracted in the 
Coast counties. This is the belief of 
Dr. Blemer also. The Arizona veteri- 
narian states: “Not a single death 
from anthrax has been reported to me 
in Arizona during the last eight years, 
and I have no reason to believe there 
has ever been a deatl.in Arizona from 
that cause. It would be impossible for 
cattle to take black leg from Arizona 
into California and then die with the 
disease two or three weeks after ar- 
rival, since the disease is caused by 4 
micro-organism which se access to 
the animal usually through ‘an abraded 
surface of the skin and causes death in 
from twelve to thirty-six hours, as a 
rule. wan alive that Se 
tle were in an extremely poor condit 
when they reached California. If that 
were so, it would be im ible for 
them to die of black leg. he cattle 
in question were shipped from North- 
ern Arizona, which is’so cold that it 
would be impossible for Texas fever to 
survive the winter, even if it were in- 
troduced. I think there is no question 
whatever poh that the cattle — from 
exposure during stormy weather, as- 
sisted by the fever produced by the 
Texas fever tick, which Dr. Morrison 
writes they were infested with.”

"MINING ON THE DESERT. 


OLD WATERLOO PLANT BEING 
WORKED UNDER LEASE. 


Capitalists—Plant to Make Boracic 
Acid—Operations of Pacific Borax 
Company—Theory Respecting. Min- 
eral Formation. 


DAGGETT (Cal.,) Jan. 20.—{Special 
Correspondence.] Less than a_e mile 
north of Daggett, nine miles east of 
Barstow, on the Santa Fé-Pacific Rail- 
road, is. the old milling plant of the 
Waterloo Mining Compapy. The large 
Boss procéss mil, which closed down 
some five years ago, remains idle. A 
short distance away is the original mill 
erected by the company, consisting of 
fifteen stamps, five amalgamating pans 
and four settlers. D. D. Connell and 


Marcus Pluth have for -the last two 


years held a lease on this mill and the 
mines, nearly three miles.away. The 
Waterloo company, when working the

At the last regular session of the Leg- 
islature of California something like 120 
ballots were taken for a United States 
Senator, Daniel M. Burns being one of 
the leading candidates, with a maximum 
of thirty votes. At no time did he re- 
ceive more than that number, and he 
reached that maximum only at the very 
last end of the session. At all times 
during that session the Republicans in 
the Legislature resolutely and manfully 
refused to go into a caucus when such a 
man as Buras, with the potential aid of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad might, by 
chicanery or other nefarious methods, 
succeed in forcing an election contrary 
to the will of the people of California.

THAT “SEEPAGE” ACCIDENT. 

Seepage may have caused the recent 
awful tunnel accident in this city, but 
this fact cannot be evaded—had prope: 
precautions been taken, the accident 
would not have happened. This is 
clearly shown in thé statement made 
by City Engineer Olmsted, which was 
printed in The Times yesterday morn- 
ing. The contractors cannot. evade re- 


can be shown that methods might have 


| been used which would have made the 


calamity impossible. Whatever else is 
done, steps should now be taken to pre- 
vent further horrors of this character. 
However valuable these tunnels may 
be to the city of Los Angeles,.the life 
of even the humblest laborer employed 
on the works is of far greater value. 
There must be no more taking of des- 
perate chances. There must be no more 
holding of life as a cheap commodity. 
Until absolute safeguards are thrown 
around the workmen in these tunnels, 
all work should cease, even ‘f daylight 
is not seen through the hills at Third 
stteet and at Bigadway for <he rext 
thirty years. There must be no more 
orphans made in Los Angeles through 
the efforts to perform a public job with 
chtapness and dispatch.

SAN FRANCISCO OPINION.

The Chronicle Does not Believe That 
Burns Can Be Elected—The Ex-, 
aminer Rubs Red Pepper on Re- 
“publican Wounds—As Usual the Call

{San Francisco Chronicle:} Gov. 
Gage has finally called an extra session 
of the Legisiature, and has included in 
the proclamation sixteen subjects upoa 
which it is empowered to legislate. In 
the case of the water front he has 
embraced the exact text of a long act 
which. must be enagted bervatiin if 
any law is passed upon the subje:t, 
and has aiso embodied the exact text 
of several other acts which he pro- 
poses. This attempt of the Governor 
to overstep his authority and dictate 
to the Legislature precisely what it 
shall do on the stibjects before it is 
likely to result in a burst of indigna- 
tion, as wel] as of astonishment, that 
the Governor, as a lawyer, should im- 
agine that he can thus limit the dis- 
cretion of a Legislature upon a subject 
lawfully before it, or as a man of af- 
fairs should suppose that a Legislature 
will submit to such dictation. The prob- 
able outcome. of the session in re- 
gard to the water front is that nothing 
will be done, or if any new alleged law 
is passed that the first thing at- 
tempted to be done under it will plunzc 
the State into litigation which will ;- ut 
an end to any improvement for a 
long period. 

The real object of comvening the L«g- 
iglature is, of course, the election of a 

nator. It is to be presumed that ion 
Burns feels confident of election, and 
that he and his friends are ready, for 
that end, to sacrifice all hope of car- 
rying the State for the Republican 
ticket next November. It is inevi‘.>le 
that this will follow. The hardest 
thing Republicans had to meet at th 
last election was the charge that in 
this State their party was contrviled by 
corporate interests. Those Republicans 
who did not believe this to be true in- 
dignantly r led the charge, defended 
the honor of the Republican nom'nees 
and carried them through toa magnifi- 
cent victory. If now, however, it should 
appear that the Legislature for whvs= 
integrity we vouched shall deliberatciy 
elect to high office the avowed nominee 
of the political agent of the railroads, 
being at the same time a man who 
has absolutely no other claim to high 
political promotion, there will be noth- 
ing which it will be possible for honest 
Republicans to say upon a future occa- 
sion. We said in 1898 all that could 
be said, and the result wiN have proved 
that we were pot entitled to credit. 
— people will refuse te be deceived 
again. 

But even now, and regardless of the 
confidence of the enemies of honest

Anarchistic “Antis.” 


[ nd Telegram:] The secretary 
of the “Filipino Liberation Society,” 
with headquarters.at Los Angeles, Cal., 
has sent out blank forms of a “proc- 
lamation” to be signed, which declares 
that “the Philippine Islands are free 
from United States rule, wrongly and 
forcibly asserted, without authority or 
consent of the American people;" that 
“the war was Inaugurated unconstitu- 
tionally;:”» that “individuals are not 
bound by the tmmoral acts of official 
authorities of the-nation,”” but each 
citizen “is bound peftsonally to annul 
and refuse to obey them,” that “gov- 
ernment cannot-’ constrain individual 
conscience, nor action in conformity 
to that conscience,” etc. 

This pronunctamento fs worth allud- 
ing to only as a rather extreme speci- 
men of a great deal of “rot” that ‘is 
now being offered to the public as po- 
litical pabulum by -various kinds and 
degrees of “antis.”” Under such a doc- 
trine an individual could violate any 
law and put his “conscience” in the 
breach as a complete defense; he could 
practice polygamy, steal, commit arson, 
rape or murder, with impunity, and 
say his “conscience” approved. The 
private individual, according to this 
“proclamation,” is also the judge and 
arbiter of the “constitutionality’ of 
whatever is done by the legally consti- 
tuted authorities. With only his “con- 
science’’ to back him, he is to “annul 
and resist’ all acts of government 
which do not suit him. 

This is nothing lesa than sheer an- 
archy, and any one who recognizes the 
necessity of government of any kind 
would not subscribe to such declara- 
tions: yet the expressiorfs and teach- 
ing of many of our “antis” lead di- 
rectly and naturally to just this ground.

Mexican Giving the Name of Barras 
Arrested and Charged With Being 
Manuel. Gomez of Oxnard, Who is 
Alleged to Have Murdered Castenado 
With a Stiletto not Long Ago. 


A tramp serving a ten days’ sen- 
tence in the County Jail 
jumped into a peck of trouble. 
now under arrest for murder. 
fuses to admit that he committed the 
terrible offense—but he says enough to 
make it look rather bad for. him. 

He is a Mexican arid he is booked at 
the jail under the name of Rosario Bar- 
ras. Constable F. O. Slanker 
down from Pomona yesterday morning 
and arrested him. The officer is cer- 
tain that Barras, so-called, 
other than Manuel Gomez, wanted in 
Ventura county for the cold-blooded 
murder of another Mexican named Ra- 
fael Castenado, on Maj. Carr's place, 
about two miles from Oxnard, on the | 
night of the 17th inst. 

Last Sunday a Mexican was arrested 
at Pomena by Constable Gilbert of that | 
place for vagrancy. He gave the name 
of Rosario Barras, and at his trial on 
the following day Justice White told 
him to take ten days in the County Jail 
to ponder over the meanness of his

his own on Tuesday, Constable Slanker 
brought Barras too, 
safely for his spiritual good. 

When Slanker returned home he found 
a postal card from Sheriff Charlebois of

capture. He noticed at once that the 
description exactly fitted the man Bar- 
ras, whom he had taken to Los An-

him—Slanker speaks Spanish like a na- 
tive—convinced him that he had appre- 
none other than the fleeing 
Gomez. The Mexican, however, averred 
that he had lately been working about 
But he was so continually con- 
tradicting himself about 
the officer finally 
charged him directly with being Gomez 
and the murderer of Castenado. The 
prisoner continued to deny that he was 
but his uneasiness 
was so evident that Constable Slanker 
arrested him and notified the Ventura |

Later in the day the Mexican ad- 
mitted that his true name was Gomez, 
and that his home was in Oxnard, but 
he strenuously denied that he was 
guilty of the offense laid against him. 
So sure is Constable Slanker of his man 
that he telephoned Sheriff Charlebois 
that he would pay his expenses both 
wavs if there were any mistake. 

3Jomez’s alleged crime is said to be an

Rex brand is lower % of a 


NEW YORK MARKETS. 


SHARES AND MONEY. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—Prices on the Stock 
Exchange at the opening today reflected in a 
degree an improvement in London on the news 
that Gen. Warren had captured the Boer po- 
sition-at Spionkop. There was a brief period 
of active buying by professionals, in expecta- 
tion that the spell on the market would be 
broken and an outside demand for stocks at- 
tracted, but the traders quickly detected that 
there was no competition outside their own 
ranks in the demand for etocks, and they 
turned to the short side almost immediately. 
The sagging of prices below the London parity 
made operations profitable for the foreign 
arbitrage houses, since prices in London were 
well sustained at the higher levels. Buying 
for foreign accounts in the international stocks 
was estimated at from 25,0 to 30,000 shares. 
and even this demand was largely met by 
sales for short account. The industrial spe- 
cialties showed gain in sympathy with the 
internationals, but they were not so well sus- 
tained in the absence of foreign demand. The 
absolute inertness of the

FRENCH DEPUTY DISLIKES THE 
CARNIVAL SEASON, 
[A. P. DAY REPORT,] 

PARIS, Jan. 25.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day M. Lascs (anti-Semite) presented 
his interpellation of the government on 
the High Court prosecution, but the 
Premier, M. Waldeck-Rouseeau, 
fused to fccept it and asked for its 
postponement for a month.
